Claim 1 as best understood is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
anticipated by Loofburrow et al (US Patent No. 4,656,840). Loofburrow et al. discloses a 
container for freezable liquid with interlocking means and comprising: a container bottle 
(10) made of plastic and capable of being interlocked at plugs (16) with refrigerant 
coolant between containers (see figure 4).
